PARIS, Sept. 12—-French troops 
penetrated the third German defense 
Tine in a brilliant air raid near Saint 
Soupplet reported in today’s official 
statement.

A thousand sharp- 
shooters hurried from Petrograd, 
met the advance forces of General 
Korntleff’s revolting troops at a point 
twenty-six miles from Petrograd and 
stopped them .
